The County Treasurer, who ia ex-of- 


icio Tax Keeeivor, gives; notice that 
State and county taxes for the year 1885 
are now due and paynble at his office. 
These taxes will^becomo delinquent on 
the 17th of November, and as the late 
Legislature made important changes in 
the laws, tax payers should see that 
they settle with the Tax Receiver at 
once. 


The Legislature amended Section 28 


of the old Act, so as to read us follows: 


The Auditor uhall, within three days 


after receiving the delinquent list, make 
out and deliver to the District and 
Prosecuting Attorney of bis county, a 
list, duly certified by him, of all delin- 
quencies, where the delinquent tax, ex- 
clusive of poll tax and penalties, ex- 
ceeds the sum of $300, charging him 
therewith, and shall at the game time 
give notice by publication in some news- 
paper ia the county, if there be auy, 
and if not, then by posting notices in 
three public places iu the uounty, that 
the said list has been deposited with 
the District or Prosecuting Attorney, 
and that uuless the delinquent taxes 
are paid to the Treasurer, as ex-offioio 
Tax Receiver, within twenty days from 
the publication or posting of such no- 
tices, action will be commenced by the 
District or Prosecuting Attorney for the 
collection of said taxes and costs." * * 


Section 29 of the old Act is also 


ameudid to read as follows: " The Dis- 
trict or ProsecufcingAttoraey of the sev- 
eral counties of this State are hereby 
authorized and directed immediately af- 
ter the time specified m the preceding 
section, to commence action 
in the 


name of ibe State of Ntmida against 
the person or persons so delinquent, 
and against the real estate and improve- 
ments assessed, so delinquent, and 
against all owners, knowa or unknowu,

It will be seen that the change* make 


a distinction between cases where the 
taxes are over $300 arid those which 
are less than the amount. When the 
•mount is over $300 the District Attar 
ney ia allowed some discretion as to tbe 
time of commencing suit, but where the 
taxes are less than $300, the Tax Re- 
ceiver inuHt advertise the property im- 
mediately after the third Monday in 
November, without the formality of 
bringing suit. In the case of the large 
delinquents the Aot is merely directory, 
while in tbe small cases it is mandatory. 
In the case of the big tax payers it is 
may, but where the small ones are in- 
volved it is must.
